COMMUNITY YOUTH IN ACTION | Marco Erickson
e The Strengthening Families class has started and they are in week six of fourteen.
o Provided an update on the Washington D.C. trip attended by youth. They will also be
attending the Idaho State Prevention & Support Conference in Sun Valley on April 9-10.
e The Liv Teen Center is being well utilized. The students who attended the TRAPPED (Teens
Rising Against Peer Pressure Every Day) conference are bringing in new participants.

BONNEVILLE YOUTH DEVELOPMENT COALITION (BYDC) | Mallory Johnson
e Provided an update on the Agents of Change Summit attended earlier in the month. The
R7BHB provided funding for the organization to attend this event. BYDC plans to have a
community webinar by the end of March to share what they learned at the Summit.
e Provided information on Life Skills Training they are teaching in schools in the region.
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8. ANNOUNCEMENTS

e Brandi Daw — The Behavioral Health Center (BHC) has added new adolescent beds increasing
their capacity from 17 to 25. They have also opened five more adult beds. EIRMC is actively
recruiting for a Graduate Medical Education (GME) Director. They are going to have a psychiatric
rotation where psychiatrists will come to EIRMC to train and do their fellowships. Two doctors will
start this year with an additional two next year. EIRMC is also hiring two staff to cover telehealth
in the ER. Laura Wallis asked about a Day Program for children. Brandi offered to meet with her
to discuss the topic.

e Ashley Billman announced she is resigning from the R7BHB as she is moving from the area.

e Chris Freeburne, IDHW, provided information on HB342 and HB455. Information on these bills
can be found here: https://legislature.idaho.gov/sessioninfo/. Chris reports that just over 12,000
Idahoans have enrolled in Medicaid since the expansion started.

e Shane Boyle thanked Laura Wallis for the work she is doing on the parent handbook for juvenile
corrections (JC). Shane reports JC numbers are down from last year. They currently have 208
youth in their facility.

e Mimi Taylor has sent a survey regarding mini ICADD (ldaho Conference on Alcohol and Drug
Dependency) that is planned for October 2020 in Pocatello. There are two R7BHB seats open,;
Prevention Specialist and Adult Corrections Representative.

¢ Amy Minzghor announced there will be an Applied Suicide Intervention Skills Training (ASIST) on
April 8-9 from 8:30 a.m. — 5:30 p.m. at The Center for HOPE. CEU’s will be available.

o Janet Goodliffe provided information on social emotional learning which has been a topic with the
Idaho Legislature this session.

e Teriann Ness-Parker would like ideas and further discussion on how the CMH Committee can do
follow up with the communities visited as part of the Blue Cross grant in 2016.
